At » Court assembled on Saturday, the Nineteenth

Mate Pilot William Henry Harrison, was tried

CHARGES. 


lst Charge.—That he the said Mr. Mate Pilot 
William Henry Harrison, when in pilotage charge 
of the inward-bound American ship Eliza MWar- 
wiek, on or about the 26th of April, 1849, 
through ignorance, unskilfulness, or neglect of 
duty, in not shortening sail sufficiently, and stop- 
ping the vessel’s way, caused the Kedgeree 
Dawk Boat to be capsized wlule alongside the 
said ship, and thereby seriously endangered the 
lives of all the boat’s Crew, excepting four, who 
it is supposed, got on board the Vessel. 


2nd Charge.—That after the boat was so upset 
and full of water, he, the said Mate Pilot William 
Henry Harrison, was guilty of great inbumanity, 
and neglect of duty, in that he, though he must 
have scen all the crew except four, who, it is 
believed, got on board the ship, clinging to the 
boat, never sent any assistance to them, but pro- 
ceeded on and left them drifting in their peril- 
ous position from which they were not relieved 
until about twelve hours afterwards when a boat 
from the Arief picked them up, such conduct 
being highly disgraceful to him as a man, and a 
public officer.

The Deputy Governor entirely 
concurs with you in thinking this sentence quite 
inadequate as a punishment for the offence that 
has been proved against Mr. Harrison. Fle 
placed the lives of eight men in the most immi- 
nent danger by swamping their boat when in such 
a situation that he considered it necessary to 
leave them to their fate; and he did this by his 
proved ignerance, unskilfulness or neglect of 
duty. The lives of the men were saved by their 
being piched up providentially by a vessel, after 
they had been clinging to their boat filled with 
water, and floating up and down with the tide all 
night. "Phere ig nothing in the evidence to in- 
duce Wis Hoaor to think the severest reprimand 
an adequate punishment for such an offence. 


Para. Sth. His Honor has recorded his dis- 
approval of the sentence. Mr. Harrison will be 
released from arrest, and will return to his duty.” 


In conformity to the above decision, the Mas- 
ter Attendant has been desired to release Mr. 
Mate Pilot William Henry Harrison from arrest, 
and allow him to return to his duty.

The Lantern is elevated 175 feet above the level of

greatest brightness.

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The Nosshead Light will be known to Mari- 
ners a8 a Revolving Light, which gradually attains 
its brightest state once every half minute, and 
then as gradually declines until, to a distant ob- 
server, it totally disappears.

The proceedings having been submitted to 
Government, His Honor the Deputy Governor of 
Bengal has been pleased to communicate his de- 
cision on the case as follows: 


Para. 2. “On the first charge Mr. Scallan was 
pronounced Wot Guilty. 


Para. 3. The second charge is for conduct 
highly improper and subversive of order and dis- 
ciplinc in having on a certain occasion produced 
and publicly read a letter he had received from an 
American Gentleman, accusing Mr. Moxon of 
withholding letters that had been entrusted to 
hun for delivery, such accusation of withholding 
Jetters being most grossly “ false and calum- 
nous.” 


Para. 4. The Court find Mr. Seallan © Guilty” 
of having produced and read the letter, but not 
publicly, and not with any malicious intent, and 
without the intention of subverting discipline; but 
they refused to go into evidence ag to the truth of 
the accusation made in the letter. His Honor ob- 
serves that in this, the Court refused to try the 
charge that was before them. Mr. Scallan was 
not charged with conduct subversive of order and 
disciplme in reading a certain letter, he was 
chaged with such conduct in reading a certain 
letter, containing an accusation that was false and 
calumnious. His Jiquoy agseee-with the Court in 
thinking that under the circumstances, the truth 
of that accusation wag not a matter proper for 
trial by them in Mr. Scallan’s case. But consider- 
ing how much of the charge was thrown aside, 
and how much of it was negatived by the finding, 
His ILonor can hardly distinguish the result from 
an acquittal. 


Para. 5. On the third charge the Court find 
Mr. Scallan Guilty of having on one occasion 
spoken in a derogatory manner of Mr. Moxon. 
On that oecasion, in speaking to a person, not a 
Pilot, oneday, whilst on shore, Mr. Scallan coupled 
Mr. Moxon’a name with an injurious epithet. 
This appears to His Ionor wholly insufficient as 
an instance of conduct subversive of order and 
discipline. 

Para. 6. Upon the whole subject, the Deputy 
Governor desires me to convey his opinion that 
such matters av this for which Mr. Scallan has 
been tried, were not meant to become matters for 
trial by a Marine Court. The Article of the 
Penal Code far Pilots, Article'1], under which 
the charges are tried, does net seem to His Honor 
to apply to such private matters as this. His 
Honor is of opinion that in the Pilot Service the 
charges that should be brought before a Marine 
Court, are charges affecting the condxet of Mem- 
bers of the Service as Pilots; not their private 
disagreements with each other, unconnected with 
points of duty.” ‘ 

Para.7. His Honor therefore cannot confirm 


the Proceedings of the Marine Court in this case. 
Mr. Seallan will return to his duty. 


In conformity with the above decision the Mea- 
ter Attendant has been desired to release Mr.

NOSSHEAD LIGHTILIOUSNH. 


THE Commissioners of the Northern Lighthonses 
hereby give Notice, that a Lighthouse has been 
built upon the Point of Nosshead, in the County 
of Caithness, the Light of which will be exhibited 
on the Night of Monday, the 18th June 1849, and 
every Night thereafter, from Sun-set till Sun-rise. 


The following is a Specification of the Lighthouse 
and the appearance of the Light, by Mr. ALLAN 
Sravenson, Engineer to the Commissioners :— 


The Lighthouse is in N. lat. 58° 28’ 387 and 
in W. long. 3° 3’ 5”. By Compass the Light- 
house bears from Ackergil Tower mm Sinclair’s 
Bay, E. by 8. 4.S., distant 2 miles; from Dun- 
cansby Head, $8. S. W. = W., distant 10 miles; 
from Pentland Skerries Lighthouse, S. W. by S, 
Z W., distant 13 miles; from Eizieness N. N, E, 
LE., distant 14 mile; and from Sacclethead, N. i. 
4,N., distant 6{ miles,

The Nosshead Light will be known to Mari- 
ners as a Revolving Light, which gradually attains 
its brightest state once every half minute, and 
then as gradually declines until, to a distant ob- 
server, it totally disappears. The light wil be 
visible towards the North and East, between 
W. N. W. and 8. W. 4 W.) From S. W. 4 W. 
to N. KE. 3 N. in a South-easterly direction, the 
light will be of the natural appearance ; but from 
N. ik. } N to W.N. W. ina Northerly direction, 
(or within Sinclair’s Bay,) it will be coloured Red. 
The Lantern is elevated 175 feet above the level of 
the Sea; and the Light will be seen at the dis- 
tance of about 15 uniles, and at lesser distances 
according to the state of the atmosphere ; and, to 
a near observer, in favourable weather, the Light 
will not wholly disappear between the intervals of 
greatest brightness. 

The Commissioners hereby further give Notice, 
that by virtue of a Warrant from the Queen in 
Council, dated Lith August 1848, the following
